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| bving Kings have the hardeſt task incumbent 
on them , ſa-of all Kings thoſe find that cask 
moſt uncaſie, that watch and labour for un- 
gratefull Subjects ; make their days toilſome, 
and their nights reſtleſs; 1n caring for them, 
whoſe reſpects they are not fo fecure of, but 
that they may repay all their trouble and care 
with fallbood and treachery. T 
The Royal Breaſt will always have Anxieties 
enough, occaſion'd by,the ambition ard aya- 
rice of Rival Princes 3 but certainly thoſe Sub- 
jects -are moſt unworthy, that double thoſe 


Anxicties, by cauſing jcaloutics of their own 


faithfulneſs. | AE THUS | 
And for my part, I do not fee upon what 
reaſons that Prince can be free from theſe jea- 
louſies, thar ſecs his Subjects live without any 
fear of God, orſenſe.of Religion 5 ;butinſtead 
of owning -ſoberly the Obligations of Conſci- 
ence and Duty to God, making « too often 
their buſineſs to ridicule and buffoon them.

and whether thete be any ſo certath a way' to
